1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Figures 5-6: an apparatus of an electroacoustic transducer comprises a convex dome. 

Figures 7-8: an apparatus of an electroacoustic transducer comprises a ring-shaped 
membrane mounted on a flexible peripheral internal and external suspension. 

Figure 9: an array consisting of multiple electroacoustic transducers, wherein each 
transducer is adapted to the reproduction of a specific range of frequencies. 

Figure 10: a device for driving an electroacoustic transducer is composed of a bar of 
piezoelectric crystal. 

Figures 1 1-12: an apparatus of an electroacoustic transducer comprises baffles that are 
arranged to be perpendicular to a moving membrane and a rigid surface.
